The "Nove Press" writer reports that the packet of 
reading matter sent out- by NOBKRTSOI'a "Committee to Iwpeaoh" 
contains a-large photograph of committee leaders unfurling 
1500 feet of petitions on the steps of the Capital. It 
included also a message under Committee letterhead from 
Mrs. WHITE with the greeting, "Dear Fellow American," out¬ 
lining campaign strategy to be used to get lmpeaohuent pro¬ 
ceedings "against Supreme Court JuBtloe Earl Warren, Justice 
Felix Frankfurter and others. 

"We muBt now insist that the petitions be con¬ 
sidered by the Judiciary Committee and that a public hearing 
be arranged...We must also continue to circulate the petitions." 

On the back of a blank petition form included, is 
what the Committee to Impeach apparently regards as the 
clincher for its argument, according to the "News Press" 
article. It is a check list of Justices and the percentages 
of votes they cast "for or against" the Communists on 
decisions rescuing the Court. 

Justice HUGO BLACK la shown as voting "favorable 
to the Reds" 100 per oent of the time, juetlce DOUGLAS is 
shown with 95 per cent favor to the Communists. Chief 
Justice WARREN is indicated as 92 per cent "for the RedB" 
and FRANKFURTER, 77 per cent. 

At the ROBERTSON headquarters in Glendale, the 
office doors are kept locked, but a large window facing on 
the street contains a life-sized photomural of General DOUGLAS 
MAC ARTHUR who appears to be waving a greeting to passers by. 

A sign on the door reads, "Mailing Headquarters, National 
Political Committee, Public Not Admitted." 

In Lob Angeles Office records both CHARIES F. 
ROBERTSON and OPAL T. WHITE are reported. The one reference 
to her and the several references to him are all In the 
file entitled CHRISTIAN NATIONALIST PARTY of which GERALD L. K.

Laat Sunday a teas of Downey polioe officers shook 
down a young nan driving a car bearing Florida license 
plates.

However, he decided he did not like the country and after 
his checks had cleared, he drew out the caBh and headed 
for California. Saturday night he attended a dance In Long 
Beach and on Sunday was Just wandering around looking over 
the area when he fell into the hands of the Downey police. 

If there Is a moral in this story. It probably 
has to do with the desirability of speedy communication 
and the need for cooperation among law enforcement agencies 
to prevent undue detention of suspicious-looking but 
innocent travelers.

Occasionally, the INS Regional Intelligence Officer 
urges in the publication that INS Inspectors and other 
personnel take this project seriously, and this Is again 
stressed in the current issue for May when he writes, "IXirlng 
the past six months Chicago Travel Control Branch haa noted 
a new Importance being placed by all officers In the branch 
upon Intelligence reporting. 0-330's (a form) placed on the 
desks of each inspector near the end of each month serve as 
reminders that report time is near. Inspectors have been 
taking notes during the month that are good Intelligence 
Items. Newspaper clippings have been brought to the office 
for assimilation. All this addB up to Individual Interest 
which is of great Importance In intelligence reporting."

The January, 1956, issue of TCTF contains, on pages Hi—15* an 
editorial article by GERALD L. K. SMITH entitled "Egypt and the Jews", which 
states in parti 

"It will be interesting to observe what sort of dishonest 
pressure the Jew political machine will bring on both old parties 
in the coming election year in their campaign to make enemies for 
America and to draw on American blood and money in order to 
fulfill the abortive ambition of the Zionist politicians in 
the world around. 
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"We mist not forget that even prior to World War I the 
Jew-Zlonists were powerful enough in the United States to deter¬ 
mine whether or not we would Join the war on the side of the 
Germans or the English.

Groups' who themselves eay, "We are not Amerloans who want to 
prosper with the nation: we are separate, minorities who have 
their own interests antagonistic to the rest of the nation, who 
demand special concessions at the expense of all the rest of 
the nation.' These tails have wagged the dog too long. It is 
not the right of anti-Christian minorities to rule the great White 
Christian majority. And if you ask, 'Isn't that intolerant?' I 
answer: tolerance is never a virture unless it is mutual. You 
oan't tolerate a cancer, because it'won't tolerate you. No-one 
is more 'tolerant' than we of the people who have come to thie 
country saying 'I have come because this nation offers the best 
way of life I can find in the world. Teach me your ways, so 
that I may become one of you, a good citizen.' In fact, there 
ie hare nothirg to tolerate; such people are no menace to us. 

But we are tired of being always asked to tolerate evil: have 
you wondered why no-one is ever asked to 'tolerate' anything 
good? We are sick of the hordes of aliens who scramble ashore 
from the boats, e&ylng, 'Qy, take down the croesee from your 
cemeteries and Amy chapels; they are offeneive to us. And ve 
don't like the government you have- - except the Fifth Amend¬ 
ment- -so ve vill obange it to something vat suits us better). 

The great American majority must once more become master in their 
own house. 

"The same people who ory the loudest about 'the orlme of 
Genocide' are the very ones who are trying to comnit iti here, 
against uel They want to destroy the white Race by mongrsliza- 
tion. A race reduced in numbers, but whose surviving members 
are pure-blooded, can regain its numbers in the next few genera¬ 
tions; but the race destroyed by mongrellzation has disappeared 
forever. The civil war, the invasion, the atom-bombing, with 
all of which they threaten us, cannot be as bad as this. 
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"We do not hate or despise anyone beoause of his race, 
color or religion; but we do insist that the purity of our 
race shall be preserved." 

The February, 1956, issue of TCTP oontains, on pages 3-27, 
an article entitled "33 Un-Anewered Questions" by 0BRAID L. K. SMITH. 

Item 26 on pages 22-23 states In partt 

"Why the mania to break down racial eelf-respaot and 
degenerate the purity of the white race by a program of mongrell- 
zation - integration? 

"The thought of oohabitation between a black man and a 
white woman and vice versa is a sensual thought. It creates 
an evil impression. The instincts of man revolt when the 
thought is related to ajy realistic performance. The word 
'adultery* is akin to the word 'adulterate'. It is one thing to 
adulterate the purity of a family when a husband or a wife goes 
outside the family cirole for sex relations. Such oonduot degenerates 
and eventually destroys, first the family, and then the civilisa¬ 
tion. Fidelity is one of the high principles in maintaining the 
standards of this magnifioent tradition which we love to call 
Anglo-Saxon-Nordic civilization. 

"It is one thing to adulterate a family, but it is another 
thing to adulterate a race. When Uosas reoeived the will of 
Qod by delivering the Ten Commandments to the Children of Israel, 
he included In those Conmandmente the line: 'Thou shalt not 
commit adultery'. To construe this commandment as referring 
only to the relationships of one man with the wrong woman or 
one woman with the wrong man is to limit the breadth and the 
wisdom of its significance. .... 

"It is ay firm conviction that when the Lord saldi 'Thou 
shalt not oommlt adultery,' he was not only referriig to the 
purity of the home, but to the purity of the raoe. ... 

"As one who has observed the aggressive campaigns of the 
mongrelizsrs through the years, I am convinced that the oazpaign 
to destroy our race and adulterate the white man'a tradition 
is an evil obsession which did not originate with good people. 

In fact, as a practical psychologist I would guess that many 
people are experiencing vicarious sex thrills by entertaining 
the thought of racial intermixture. Any policeman of experience 
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will say that white men do not drift Into the black belt for 
sex satisfaction whan they are sober, or when they are on their 
way to ohuroh. These relationships grow out of drunkenness, 
degeneration, and dissipation whether it involves black men and 
white women, or black woman and white men.

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"Politicians who love high office even acre than their 
country, or its traditions, will do anything to line up the 
Negro vote. If they think that by promising racial intermixture 
to Negroes, they can win an eleotion, they will do it. A 
thorough and deep investigation of the whole situation would 
prove that the idea of adulterating a great raoe originated with 
Satan himself, and today he is using demagogues, sentimentalists. 
Communists and subversives to destroy the most dynamic and 
creative race of people humanity has ever known."

"You and I as we participate in this dynamic Crusade stand, 
as did David the Shepherd boy of old, in the face of an overwhelming 
foe. Our enemies have the most money, they have the most propa¬ 
ganda, they have the most printing presses, they control the 
largest segment of radio and television — but, thank Ood, we 
have the truth. • . . , 


"The Philistine giant has his foot on American soil and 
is threatening the very existence of our traditions, We face 
not only the symptoms of deoay and destruction, but many of the 
threatening factors have gone beyond the symptomatic stage 
and are virtually upon us. I name only a few. . . . 


"The Jew-Zioniat political machine thinks it is In command. 
They propose to make 1956 their year for harvesting power. They 
are now in the midst of s oanpalgn to intimidate all candidates 
for office. They propose to carry out their aims in the Middle 
East with brazen disregard for treaties, agreements, and oonmon 
decency on the theory that the leaders of both political parties 
will be afraid to resist their aggressiveness for fear of the 
Jewish vote In our great cities and the Jewish campaign funds, • . • 
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"The great minority in the world today ie the Amerioan 
citizenship. The blacks of Africa, the brown and yellow men of 
Asia, the Christ-hating savages of Russia and Eastern Europe 
are being mobilized against us.

"Their own linse are kept (God save the mark!) 'pure*. But 
for the rest of the world they plan a down-grading to a cafe 1 mu 
lait mongreliaation of madioorlty. The recent 'Supreme' Court 
decision anent mixed echoole ie a case in point, and a high point 
thus far in the conspiracy. The aroused South, as well as many, 
many thinking, bred-in-the-bone Yankees might be technically 
held by the millions for thorough-going oontenpt of oourt in 
oonsequenoe of thie utterly fantastic invasion of Constitutional 
rights, and oomplete contortion of the Constitution itself. > . 

"Here la a virulent disease attacking our body polltlo, 
involving the very life blood of our vanishing white, Christian 
civilization. Only the informed con hope to cope with it with 
intelligence and faotual Information. It is not e matter for 
sentiment or emotions. It ie a matter of survival. • . ■ " 

The April, 1956, issue of TCTF oontaine, on pages 15-16, on 
editorial article by OERALD L. K. SMITH entitled "The New Smear" 
which states in part: 

"The leading Jews and the leading Jewish organizations of 
the world have been the chief supporters, financial and otherwise. 
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of the whole international Coggnunlet conspiracy, and Z hardly 
think that they are going to be successful in creating the 
lying lucresaIon upon the American public that those of us who 
have led the battle against Conmuniam in America and in the 
world are in any way associated with the enemies of Christian 
Amerioa. It is not difficult to understand why Jesus looked 
at a filthy breed of apostates as they stood in front of Him 
shortly before Hie cruoifixlon and saldt 'If ye were Abraham's 
seed ye would do the work of Abraham, but ye are of your father 
the devil, a liar from the foundation of the earth'." 

The May, 1956, issue of TCTF contains, on pages 2, 23-25, an 
article entitled "This is Christian Nationalism" by GIRALD L. K. SMITH 
which states in partt 

"At this very moment we face the risk of a nin-man Fascist 
dictatorship, posing as the Supreme Court of the united States, 
completely contrary to our Constitutional traditions. 

"The fourth principle to which this dynamio and much 
persecuted movement has been dedicated reads ae followsi Main¬ 
tain a government set up by the majority which abuses no minority 
and is abused by no minority. Fight mongrelleatlon and all 
attespte being made to force the Intermixture of the blaok 
and white raoes. 

"True enough, the Constitution guarantees that every oitizen 
shall enjoy the privUegee defined therein. No segment of our 
society must be denied these privileges by force or even majority 
rule; but we have a situation in Amerioa today which splits the 
majority and transfers to this potential nine-man Fascist dictator¬ 
ship a tyranny which has been created by the manipulation of 
minorities. Subversive foroee, exploiting sentimental nitwits, 
are reading into the Constitution a oode of conduct which 
threatens to mongrelize our race, destroy our racial self-reepeot 
and enslave the white man." 

The June, 1956, issue of TCTF contains, on pagee 2, 27-26, an 
article entitled "Quarantined By the Anti-Christ" by GERAIC L. K, SMITH, 
which states in part: 

" .... I became convinced that Consunism growing out of 
the philosophy of the Jew KARL MARX is not only related to one 
Jew personality, but has been an instrument of international 
Jewish Intrigue. .... 
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"As suggested above, I discovered with ay honest mind and 
ay fearless soul and an earnestness which I had inherited from 
ay forebears - I discovered that the Jew created Communism. ...

The June, 1956, issue of TCTF contains, on pages 15-26, an 
article entitled "67 Subjects" prepared under the direction of GERALD L.

This artlole includes on item on page 15 entitled "Sirens Court" which 
states in parti 

"The nine men on the Supreme Court have coexisted the blueprint 
for a Fascist dictatorship. They have overthrown the authority 
of atate government. They have denied Btate governments the 
right to prosecute traitors. They have transferred management 
authority from ownership to labor racketeers. They have Justified 
the confiscation of private property. They have repealed the 
tradition of Btatee rights. They oast a hungry and watery eye 
toward the local community and ita oontrol over educational 
facilities. They have enooureged and facilitated an un-Con- 
etitutional campaign to enslave the white man and oongrelize 
the race. They have substituted Judicial interpretation based 
on legitimate precedent with a legislative procedure whioh usurps 
the authority of the Congress of the Dhited States. They have 
Justified a treaty trickery whioh permits secretly and publicly 
endorsed treaties to subordinate both State and Federal lews.

"Volumes and libraries have been written oonoernlng the 
activities of the Jew. Obviously the subjeot oannot be disoussed 
with thoroughness here, but the reader needs to refresh his 
mind concerning oertaln uncontrovertible facts, whloh we here¬ 
with summarise* (1) All Jewish organizations of consequence 
fought the activities of Senator UoCARTHT, General Jiao ARTHUR, 
and the late Senator PAT UoCARRAN. (2) All Jewish organisa¬ 
tions of consequence fought and sabotaged the Congreesional 
Committee on Un-American Activitiee. (3) All Jewish Journals, 
numbering over 100 in the United States, opposed the above men¬ 
tioned patriotic personalities and activities In their editorial 
columns.

Loa Angelea| |furnished information on January 31, 
1957, that the Christian Nationalist Crusade (CNC) was organized 
in St, Louis, Missouri in 1947, and moved its headquarters to 
Glendale, California in 1953, where It continues to be located; 
that from the parent CNC, subsidiary organizations, including 
the Christian Nationalist Party (of America), have developed; 
that these organizations all reflect in their literature the 
imprint of their chief organizer and director, OERAID L. K. 
SMITH, whose basic argument has been that this nation, tradi¬ 
tionally Christian, and racially segregated, is threatened by 
anti-Christian and racially "mongrelizlng" forces such as 
oommunlsm and internationalism, all dominantly motivated by 
international Jewry which controls this oountry financially 
and politically; and that these organizations are not member¬ 
ship organizations, but represent followers who contribute to 
them or subscribe to their literature. Although OERAID L. K. 
SMITH and his close associates are not known to have appealed 
to illegal action, the tenor of their statements and program 
is Intensely anti-Semitic, as indireotly indicated by the 
slogan of the Christian Nationalist Party, announced in 1950, 
which was "One Faith - One Race - One Nation."

Loo Angeleel_|fumlehed Information on January 31> 

1957, that SMITH and hie staff continue to lasue large quantities 
of literature and to hold publlo meetings, usually at the 
Embassy Auditorium In Los Angeles, California, from time to 
time, but that they are not imown to have made any intemperate 
statements advooatlng violence either directly or indirectly 
against the Jews or Negr oeB, who are frequent targets of their 
statements. Los Angeles l I stated that no credence should be 
given to any allegations that SMITH'S meetings are "secret." 

He said that it is true that SMITH and his staff hold policy 
meetings and the like restricted to themselves but that statements 
of "secret" meetings regarding their appearance at the Embassy 
Auditorium are intended only to spur interest in attendance. 

He said that it is possible that small groups of CNC followers 
may hold meetings of a sort, but that such meetings receive 
no organizational direction or control from CNC Headquarters.

"Outbreaks : Terrific symptoms of almost violent anti- 
Semitism are breaking out all over the United States due to 
aggressive policies being indulged in by organized Jews. The 
subject is no longer academic. Symptoms are revealing themselves 
in areas where the most humble citizen can understand... Filled 
with arrogance and brass these Jewish committees are becoming 
increasingly brazen. Lacking discrimination as they do, they are 
awakening the rank and file almost to the point of violence in 
certain communities."

"VIOLENCE IS NOT THE ANSWER : I have never belonged to 
an organization whion advocated violence, I have never advocated 
violence, and do not believe that violence is the answer.

When 
people are bulldozed, smeared, abused, lied about and ridiculed 
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without having opportunity to answer, without ever seeing 
their viewpoint expressed in the press, without ever hearing 
their viewpoint expressed over radio and television, regardless 
of how sincere that viewpoint might be, there is always the 
danger of creating a frustrated situation that will stimulate 
violence. 


"Violence has been showing its ugly head in various 
parts of the United States. There have been bombings of 
school houses, bombings of Jewish centers, anonymous threats 
to public officials, bombings of synagogues. After a synagogue 
had been bombed in Miami, Florida, an A.P. dispatch out of Miami 
said: 'Miami polloe were close-mouthed about their investiga¬ 
tion. Some Jewish leaders Bald thlB was to prevent an outbreak 
of hysteria such sb one which followed a 1951 wave of bombings 
at synagogues and in a Negro housing project.' 

"These synagogues could have been bombed by people 
who were against the Jews, but they oould have been bombed by 
agents provocateur. There seems to be no conclusive evidence 
on the subject as this magazine goes to press. Whatever the 
case may be, let the readers of thlB magazine know that we of 
the Christian Nationalist Crusade oppose all forms of violence 
and will not cooperate with any individual or groups advocating 
violence. Truth is on our side. We have the New Testament.

It is our desire that the ten high principles of 
this Crusade be fulfilled by way of public sentiment and the 
ballot box. Those who are investigating violence in behalf 
of State and Pederal Government agencies should not overlook 
the possibility of agents-provocateur. My personal experience 
leads me to believe that there are forces in America and in 
the world evil enough to precipitate violence under the direc¬ 
tion of Jewish provocateurs soheming to enlist sympathy for 
aggressive Jewish policy.

Los Angeles \ \ who has maintained an aotive interest 

for years in SMITH (and the CNC) in view of his frequent 
meetings at the Embassy Auditorium in Lob Angeles, stated on 
October 20, 1958, that SMITH and his associates, including the 
former California Klan leader. Rev. WESLEY SWIPT, have never 
committed themselves to a course of vlolenoe. He said that 
SMITH'S organizations are not membership organizations but 
are only ‘paper'organizations, and thrive on the sale of 
literature, almost entirely of SMITH'S own production, and 
the contributions from hiB audiences at meetings and others 
who approve the tenor of hie literature and accede to hie fre¬ 
quent appeals for funds. (His CNC, as a 'national political 
committee' makes regular reports to Congress under the Pederal 
Corrupt Practices Act, listing the names of thoae who contri¬ 
bute over $100.) 


He Btated SMITH'S activities are always open and 
aboveboard, and his character is such that were he to be 
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approaohed by the authorities he would more than likely turn 
over the keys to his office, to the embarrassment of his Inter¬ 
viewers. It lsttils openness, ooupled with his unique oratorical 
and organizing abilities, and an excellent sense of discretion 
In relation to the legality of his movement, that has permitted 
him to endure as the pre-eminent publlo crusader of a ‘white 
Christian America.' His continued success remains dependent 
on these considerations, and his being Involved In any way 
with the Illegal activities of violence, such as the bombings 
in the South, would be his downfall.
